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PROTOCOL OF 1988 RELATING TO THE Iln'!RNATIONAL 

CONVENTION FOR THE SAFETY OF LIFE AT SEA, 1974 


THE PARTIES TO THE PRESENT PROTOCOL, 

BEING PARTIES to the International Convention for the Safety of Life at 

Sea, done at London on 1 Roveeber 1974, 

RECOGNIZING ~he need for the introduction into the above~ntioned 

Convention of provi1ion1 for 1urvey and certification harwonized vith 

corre1pondin1 provi1ion1 in other international inatru11ent1, 

CONSIDERING that thia need ..y beat be met by the conclu1ion of a 

Protocol relating to the International Convention for the Safety of Life at 

Sea, 1974, 

KAVE AGREED ae follove:

ARTICLE I 

General obligations 

The Parties to the present Protocol undertake to give effect to the 

provisions of the present Protocol and the Annex hereto, which shall 

constitute an integral part of the present Protocol. Every reference to the 

present Protocol constitutes at the same time a reference to the Annex hereto. 

2 As between the Parties to the present Protocol, the pro•i1ions of the 

International Convention for the Safety of Life at Sea, 1974, as amended, 

(hP.reinafter referred to as "the Convention") shall apply 1ubject to the 

1DOdifications and additions set out in the present Protocol. 

3 With respect to ships entitled to fly the flag of a State which is not a 

Party to the Convention and the present Protocol, the Par~ies to the present 

Protocol shall apply the requirements of the Convention and the present 

Protocol as may be necessary to ensure that no more favourable treatment is 

given to such ships. 

ARTICLE II 

Prior treat iea 

As between the Parties to the present Protocol, the present Protocol 

replaces and abrogates the Protocol of 1978 relating to the Convention. 

2 Notwithstanding any other provision• of the present Protocol, any 

certificate issued under, and in accordance with, the provisions of the 

Convention and any supplement to 1uch certificate iasued under, and in 

accordance with, the provisions of the Protocol of 1978 relating to the 

Convention which is current when the present Protocol enters into force in 

respect of the Party by which the certificate or auppleiaent was issued, ahall 

re•ain valid until it expire• under the terms of the Convention or the 

Protocol of 1978 relating to the Convention, as the case aay be. 
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A Party to the present Protocol 1hall not i1aue certificate• under, and 

in accordance with, the proviaiona of the International Convention for the 

Safety of Life at Sea, 1974, •• adopted on 1 November 1974. 

ARTICLE Ill 

C0111111unication of info1'99tion 

The Parties to the preaent Protocol undertake to communicate to, and 

depo1it with, the Secretary-General of the International Maritime Oraani&ation 

(hereinafter referred to aa "the Organi&ationM): 

(a) 	 the text of lava, decree•, order• and reaulationa and other 

inatru.ent1 which have been . prCllaUl&ated on the varioua ..ttera 

within the acope of the preaent Protocol ; 

(b) 	 a li•t of no•inated •urveyor• or recogni&ed oraanisationa which are 

authori&ed to act on their behalf in the ad•iniatration of .eaaure• 

for aafety of life at •ea for circulation to the Partiea for 

inforaation of their officers, and a notification of the •pecific 

reaponsibilitiea and condition• of the authority deleaated to thoae 

na111inated aurveyors or recognised oraaniaatione; and 

(c) 	 a aufficient number of 1peci11en1 of their certificate• iaaued under 

the proviaion of the pre1ent Protocol. 

ARTICLE IV 

Signature, ratification, acceptance, approvel and accea1ion 

The present Protocol ahall be open for aianature at the Headquarter• of 

the Organisation from 1 March 1989 to 28 February 1990 and •hall thereafter 

remain open for acceasion. Subject to the proviaiona of paraaraph 3, State• 

aay expreaa their conaent to be bound by the present Protocol by: 

(a) 	 signature without re1ervation aa to ratification, acceptance or 

approval; or 
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(b) 	 signatur.e subject to ratification, acceptance or approval, followed 

by ratification, acceptance or approval; or 

(c) 	 acceseion. 

2 	 Ratification, acceptance, approval or accession shall be effected by the 

deposit of an instrument to that effect with the Secretary-General of the 

Organization. 

3 	 The present Protocol may be signed without re•ervation, ratified, 

accepted, approved or acceded to only by States which have •ianed without 

reservation, ratified, accepted, approved or acceded to the Convention. 

ARTICLE V 

Entry into force 

The present Protocol •hall enter into force twelve months after the date 

on which both the following conditions have been 111et: 

(a) 	 not lees than fifteen States, the combined merchant fleets of which 

constitute not less than fifty per cent of the gross tonnage of the 

world's merchant shipping, have expressed their consent to be bound 

by it in accordance with article IV, and 

(b) 	 the conditions for the entry into force of the Protocol of 1988 

relating the the International Convention on Load Linea, 1966, have 

been met, 

provided that the present Protocol shall not enter into force before 

1 February 1992. 

2 For States which have deposited an inatru1M!nt of ratification, 

acceptance, approval or accession in respect of the present Protocol after the 

conditions for entry into force thereof have been met but prior to the date of 

entry into force, the ratification, acceptance, approval or accession •hall 

take effect on the date of entry into force of the preaent Protocol or three 

months after the date of deposit of the in1truaent, whichever i• the later 

date. 
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3 Any instrument of ratification, acceptance, approval or acceaaion 

deposited after the date on which the preaent Protocol enters into force ahall 

take effect three months after the date of depoait. 

4 After the date on which an amendment to the present Protocol ia deemed to 

have been accepted under article Vt, any instru.ent of ratification, 

acceptance, approval or acce11ion depoaited •hall apply to the preaent 

Protocol as amended •. 

ARTICLE VI 

Amendments 

The procedure• set out in article VIII of the Convention shall apply to 

amendments to the present Protocol, provided that: 

(a) 	 reference• in that article to the Convention and to Contractins 

Governments ahall be taken to 11ean reference• to the present 

Protocol and to the Partiea to the present Protocol respectively; 

(b) 	 amendments to the articles of the preaent Protocol and to the Annex 

thereto ahall be adopted and brought into force in accordance with 

the procedure applicable to amendmenta to the articles of the 

Convention or to chapter I of the Annex thereto; and 

(c) 	 amendments to the appendix to the Annex to the preaent Protocol aay 

be adopted and brought into force in accordance vith the procedure 

applicable to amendments to the Annex to the Convention other than 

chapter I. 

ARTICLE VII 

Denunciation 

The present Protocol may be denounced by any Party at any time after the 

expiry of five years from the date on which the present Protocol enter• into 

force for that Party. 
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2 Denunciation shall be effected by the deposit of an instrument of 

denunciation with the Secretary-General of the Organization. 

3 A denunciation shall take effect one year, or such longer period as may 

be specified in the instrument of denunciation, after its receipt by the 

Secretary-General of the Organization. 

4 A denunciation of the. Convention by a Party shall be deemed to be a 

denunciation of the preaent Protocol by that Party. Such denunciation shall 

take effect on the same date as denunciation of the Convention takes effect 

according to paragraph (c) of article Xl of the Convention. 

ARTICLE Vlll 

Depositary 

The pre1ent Protocol shall be depoaited with the Secretary-General of the 

Organization (hereinafter referred to as "the depositary"). 

2 	 The depositary shall; 

(a) 	 inform the Governments of all States which have signed the present 

Protocol or acceded thereto of: 

(i) 	 each new signature or deposit of an instrument of 

ratification, acceptance, approval or acceasion, together 

with the date thereof; 

(ii) the date of entry into force of the present Protocol; 

(iii) 	 the deposit of any instrument of denunciation of the present 

Protocol together with the date on which it was received and 

the ~ate on which the denunciation takes effect; 

(b) 	 transmit certified true copies of the present Protocol to the 

Governments of all States which have signed the present Protocol or 

acceded thereto. 
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3 Aa soon as the present Protocol entera into force, a certified true copy 

thereof shall be transmitted by the depositary to the Secretariat of the 

United Nations for registration and publication in accordance vith Article 102 

of the Charter of the United Nations. 

ARTICLE IX 

Language a 

The present Protocol ia eatabliahed in a ainale original in the 

Arabic, Chineae, English, French, Russian and Spaniah lanauagea, each text 

being equally authentic. An official tranalation into the Italian language 

shall be prepared and deposited vith the signed original. 

DONE AT LONDON this eleventh day of November one thousand nine hundred 

and eighty-eight. 

IN WITNESS WHEREOF the underaisned, being duly authorized by their 

respective Covertll9ent1 for that purpose, have aigned the present Protocol.

PART A - APPLICATION, DEFINITIONS, ETC. 


Regulation 2 


Definitions 


The existing text of paragraph (k) ie replaced by the following: 

"(k) 	 "New ship" means a ship the keel of which is laid or which is at a 

similar stage of construction on or after 25 May 1980." 

The following paragraph is added to the existing text: 

"(n) 	 "Anniversary date" means the day and the month of each year which 

will correspond to the date of expiry of the relevant certificate."

Regulation 6 


In1pection and 1urvey 


The existing text is replaced by the following: 

"(a) 	 The inspection and survey of ships, so far as reaarde the 

enforcement of the provisions of the present re1ulation1 and the 

granting of exemptions therefrom, shall be carried out by officers 

of the Administration. The Administration may, however, entrust 

the inspections and surveys either to surveyor• no11inaited for the 

purpose or to organi&ations recogni&ed by it.

The Administration shell notify the OrganizatiOft of the apecific 

responsibilitie• end condition• of the authority delegated to 

n0111ineted •urveyora or recognized or1enizetiona.

When 	 a nominated surveyor or recognized or1eniaation determines that 

the condition of the •hip or ita equipment doea not correapond 

substantially with the particulars of the certificate or i1 such 

that the ahip is not fit to proceed to aee without danger to the 

ship, 	or persona on board, auch aurveyor or ors•nizetion ahell 

i111111edietely ensure that corrective action ia taken end shell in due 

course notify the Admini1tration. If auch corrective action ia not 

taken the relevant certificate •hould be withdrawn and the 

Administration ahall be notified i1111ediately; and, if the ahip is in 

the port of another Party, the appropriate authoritiea of the port 

State shell also be notified immediately. When an officer of the 

Administration, • nmnineted aurveyor or • recognized organization 

has notified the appropriate authorities of the port State, the 

Government of the port State concerned ahall give auch officer, 

surveyor or organization any neceaaary aaaistence to carry out their 

obligations under thia regulation. When applicable, the Governaent 

of the port State concerned shall ensure that the ahip ahall not 

sail until it can proceed to sea, or leave port for the purpose of 

proceeding to the appropriate repair yard, without danger to the 

ship or persona on board . 

In every case, the Administration ahell fully guarantee the 

completeness and efficiency of the inapection and survey, and shall 

undertake to enaure the necesaary arrangement• to sati•fy thia 

obligat i on." 
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Regulation 7 


Surveys of passenger ahipa 


The existing text is replaced by the following: 

"(a) 	 A passenger ship shall be subject to the surveys specified below: 

(i) 	 an initial su:vey before the ship is put in service; 

(ii) 	 a renewal survey once every 12 months, except where 


regulation 14(b), (e), (f) and (g) is applicable; 


(iii) additional surveys, as occasion ariaea. 

(b) 	 The surveys referred to above shall be carried out as follows: 

(i) 	 the initial survey shall include a complete inapection of the 

ship's structure, aachinery and equipment, including the 

outside of the ship's bottOll and the inside and outside of the 

boilers. This survey shall be such as to ensure that the 

arrangements, materials and scantlings of the structure, 

boilers and other pressure vessels and their appurtenances, 

main and auxiliary machinery, electrical installation, radio 

installations including those used in life-saving appliances, 

fire protection, fire safety aysteas and appliances, 

life-saving appliances and arrangements, shipborne navigational 

equipment, nautical publications, means of embarkation for 

pilots and other equipment fully comply vith the requirements 

of the present regulations, and of the lava, decrees, orders 

and regulations promulgated as a result thereof by the 

Administration for shipa of the service for which it ia 

intended. The survey shall also be such as to ensure that the 

workmanship of all parts of the ship and ita equipment is in 

all respects satisfactory, and that the ahip is provided vith 

the lights, shapes, means of making sound signals and distress 

signals as required by the provisions of the present 

regulations and the International Regulations for Preventing 

Collisions at Sea in force; 
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(ii) 	 the renewal survey shall include an inspection of the 

structure, boilers and other pressure vessels, ..chinery and 

equipment, including the outaide of the ahip's bottom. The 

•urvey shall be such as to ensure that the ahip, as regards the 

structure, boilers and other pressure vessels and their 

appurtenances, main and auxiliary ..chinery, electrical 

installation, radio installations including those used in 

life-saving appliance•, fire protection, fire safety systems 

and appliances, life-saving appliances and arrangements, 

shipborne navigational equipment, nautical publications, means 

of embarkation for pilots and other equipment is in 

satisfactory condition and is fit for the service for which it 

is intended, and that it complies vith the requirements of the 

present regulations and of the lavs, decreea, orders and 

regulations promulgated as a result thereof by the 

Administration. The lights, ahapea, means of ..king sound 

signals and distress signala carried by the ahip shall alao be 

subject to the above-mentioned survey for the purpose of 

ensuring that they ~Olllply with the requirement• of the present 

regulations and of the International Regulations for Preventing 

Collisions at Sea in force; 

(iii) 	 an additional survey either general or partial, according to 

the circumstances, shall be made after a repair reaulting from 

investigations prescribed in regulation 11, or whenever any 

important repairs or renewals are ..de. The survey shall be 

such as to ensure that the necesaary repair• or renewals have 

been effectively made, that the ..terial and workmanship of 

such repairs or renewals are in all reapects aatisfactory, and 

that the ship complies in all respects with the provisions of 

the present regulations and of the International Regulations 

for Preventing Collisions at Sea in force, and of the laws, 

decrees, orders and regulations promulgated as a result thereof 

by the Administration. 

(c) 	 (i) the laws, decrees, orders and regulations referred to in 

paragraph (b) of this regulation shall be in all reapects auch 

as to ensure that, from the point of view of safety of life, 

the ship is fit for the aervice for which it is intended; 
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(ii) 	 they shall among other things prescribe the requirements to be 

observed as to the initial and •ubaequent hydraulic or other 

acceptable alternative tests to which the ..in and auxiliary 

boilers, connections, atea• pipes, high pre•aure receivers and 

fuel tank• for internal co.bustion engine• are to be submitted 

including the teat procedures to be followed and the intervals 

between two consecutive teat•." 

Regulation 8 


Survey• of life-1aving appliance• and other equipment of cargo 1hipa 


The exiating text is replaced by the following: 

"(a) 	 The life-saving appliance• and other equipment of cargo ahipa 

of 500 tons gross tonnage and upwards as referred to in 

paragraph (b)(i) 1hall be subject to the surveys specified below: 

(i) 	 an initial survey before the ship is put in 1ervice; 

(ii) 	 a renewal 1urvey at intervals specified by the Adainistration 

but not exceeding 5 years, except where regulation 14(b), Ce), 

(f) and (g) is applicable; 

(iii) 	 a periodical survey within three months before or after the 

second anniversary date or within three month• before or after 

the third anniver1ary date of the Cargo Ship Safety Equipment 

Certificate which shall take the place of one of the annual 

1urveya apecified in paragraph (a)( iv); 

(iv) 	 an annual survey vithin 3 1110ntha before or after each 

anniver1ary date of the Cargo Ship Safety Equipment 

Certificate; 

(v) 	 an additional survey aa prescribed for pa1senger •hips in 

regulation 7(b)(iii). 
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(b) 	 The surveys referred to in paragraph (a) ahall be carried out aa 

follows: 

(i) 	 the initial survey shall include a COllplete inapection of the 

fire eafety eyatems and appliance•, life-aaving appliance• and 

arrange.enta except radio installationa, the shipborne 

navigational equipaent, means of eabarkation for pilots and 

other equipment to which chapters 11-1, 11-2, III and V apply 

to ensure that they comply with the require811nta of the present 

regulation•, are in aatiafactory condition and are fit for the 

service for which the ship ia intended. The fire control 

plane, nautical publicationa, light•, ahapea, 11eans of ..king 

aound aignals and diatreae 1ignal1 shall al10 be subject to the 

above-.entioned survey for the purpose of enauring that they 

comply with the requirement• of the preaent regulation• and, 

where applicable, the International Regulation• for Preventing 

Collision• at Sea in force; 

(ii) 	 the renewal and periodical survey• shall include an inspection 

of the equip11ent referred to in paragraph (b)(i) to eneure that 

it coapliea with the relevant requirement• of the preaent 

regulation• and the International Regulation• for Preventing 

Colli1ion1 at Sea in force, ia in aatiafactory condition and is 

fit for the aervice for which the ahip ia intended ; 

(iii) 	 the annual aurvey •hall .include a aaneral inapection of the 

equipoaent referred to in paragraph (b)(i) to enaure that it has 

been maintained in accordance with regulation ll(a) and that it 

remains satiafactory for the aervice for which the ahip is 

intended. 

(c) 	 The periodical and annual aurveys referred to in paragraphs (a)(iii) 

and (a)(iv) shall be endoraed on the Cargo Ship Safety Equipment 

Certificate." 
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Regulation 9 


Surveys of radio and radar installations of cargo •hips 


The existing heading is replaced by the following: 

"Surveys of radio installations of cargo ehip•" 

The existing text is replaced by the following: 

"(a) 	The radio installations, including those used in life-Hving 

appliances, of cargo ahips to which chapters III and IV apply shall 

be subject to the surveys specified below: 

(i) 	 an initial survey before the ship ia put in •ervice; 

(ii) 	 a renewal survey at intervals specified by the Administration 

but not exceeding five years, except where regulation 14(b), 

(e), (f) and (g) is applicable; 

(iii) 	 a periodical survey within three 110nth• before or after each 

anniversary date of the Cargo Ship Safety R.dio Certificate; 

(iv) 	 an additional survey as pre•cribed for passenger ships in 

regulation 7(b)(iii). 

(b) 	 The 1urveys referred to in paragraph (a) shall be carried out as 

follows: 

(i) 	 the initial survey shall include a ca.plete inepection of the 

radio installations of cargo ship•, including thoee used in 

life-saving appliances, to ensure that they comply with the 

requirentents of the present regulations; 

(ii) 	 the renewal and periodical surveys shall include an inspection 

of the radio installations of cargo ships, including those used 

in life-saving appliances, to ensure that they ca.ply with the 

requirements of the present regulations. 

(c) 	 The periodical surveys referred to in paragraph (a)(iii) 1h1ll be 

endorsed on the Cargo Ship Safety Radio Certificate." 
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Regulation 10 


Surveys of hull, machinery and equipment of cargo ships 


The existing heading is replaced by the following: 

"Surveys of structure, -chinery and equipment of cargo ships" 

The existing text i• replaced by the following: 

"(a) 	The structure, machinery and equip-nt Cother than items in respect 

of which a Cargo Ship Safety Equipment Certif icste and a Cargo Ship 

Safety Radio Certificate are issued) of a cargo ship as referred to 

in paragraph (b)(i) shall be subject to the surveys and inspection• 

specified below: 

(i) 	 an initial survey including an inspection of the outside of the 

ship's bottom before the ship is put in service; 

(ii) 	 a renewal survey at intervals specified by the Administration 

but not exceeding 5 years, except where regulation 14(b), (e), 

(f) and (g) is applicable; 

(iii) 	 an intermediate survey within three months before or after the 

second anniversary date or within three months before or after 

the third anniversary date of the Cargo Ship Safety 

Construction Certificate, which shall take the place of one of 

the annual surveys specified in paragraph (a)(iv); 

(iv) 	 an annual survey within 3 months before or after each 

anniversary date of_ the Cargo Ship Safety Construction 

Certificate; 

(v) 	 a minimum of two inspections of the outside of the 

ship's bottom during any five year period, except where 

regulation 14(e) or (f) is applicable. Where regulation 14(e) 

or (f) is applicable, this five year pariod may be extended 

to coincide with the extended period of validity of the 

certificate. In all cases the interval between any two such 

inspections shall not exceed 36 months;

(vi) 	 an additional survey as prescribed for passenger ships in 

regulation 7(b)(iii). 

(b) 	 The surveys and inspections referred to in paragraph (a) shall be 

carried out as follows: 

(i) 	 the initial survey shall include a complete inapection of the 

atructure, machinery and equipment . Thia survey •hall be auch 

as to ensure that the arrangements, .ateriala, scantlinga and 

workmanship of the structure, boilers and other presaure 

vessels, their appurtenances, ..in and auxiliary ..chinery 

including steering gear and associated control ayateaa, 

electrical inatallation and other equipment co.ply with the 

requirements of the present regulations, are in aatiafactory 

condition and are fit for the service for which the ship is 

intended and that the required atability infor..tion is 

provided. In the case of tankers such a survey shall al10 

include an inspection of the puap-rooas, cargo, bunker and 

ventilation piping sy1tema and aasociated aafety device•; 

(ii) 	 the renewal survey shall include an inspection of the 

structure, machinery and equipment as referred to in 

paragraph (b)(i) to ensure that they c019Ply with the 

requirements of the present regulations, are in •atisfactory 

condition and are fit for the aervice for which the ship is 

intended; 

(iii) 	 the inter111ediate survey shall include an in1pection of the 

atructure, boilers and other pressure vessels, aachinery and 

equipment, the steering gear and the associated control systems 

and electrical installations to ensure that they re.ain 

satisfactory for the service for which the ship ia intended. 

In the case of tankers, the survey shall also include an 

inspection of the punp-rooas, cargo, bunker and ventilation 

piping syste•s and associated aafety devices and the testing of 

inaulation resistance of electrical installations in dangerous 

zones; 
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(iv) 	 the annual survey 1hall include a general inapection of the 

structure, machinery and equipment referred to in paragraph 

(b)(i), to ensure that they have been ..intained in accordance 

with regulation ll(a) and that they re...in sati1factory for the 

aervice for which the ahip is intended; 

(v) 	 the inspection of the outside of the •hip'• bottom and the 

survey of related items inspected at the same ti11e shall be 

such as to ensure that they re..in aatiafactory for the aervice 

for which the abip ia intended. 

(c) The intermediate and annual aurveya and the inapections of the outaide of 

the ship's bott0111 referred to in paragraph• (a)(iii), (a)(iv) and (a)(v) ahall 

be endorsed on the Cargo Ship Safety Construction Certificate." 

Regulation 11 


Maintenance of conditions after aurvey 


The 	existing text ia replaced by the following: 

"(a) 	The condition of the ahip and its equipment shall be ..intained to 

confona with the proviaiona of the preaent regulations to ensure 

that the ship in all respect• will re..in fit to proceed to sea 

without danger to the ship or per1on• on boerd. 

(b) 	 After any survey of the ahip under regulation1 7, 8, 9 or 10 has 

been completed, no change ahall be ..de in the atructural 

arrangements, machinery, equipment and other items covered by the 

survey, without the aanction of the Adminiatration. 

(c) 	 Whenever an accident occur• to a ship or a defect is diacovered, 

either of which affecta the aafety of the ahip or the efficiency or 

completeneaa of ita life-aaving appliances or other equipment, the 

master or owner of the ship ahall report at the earliest opportunity 

to the Administration, the n011inated aurveyor or recogni&ed 

organization responsible for isauing the relevant certificate, vho 

shall cause inveatigatione to be initiated to detenaine whether • 

survey, as required by regulations 7, 8, 9 or 10, i1 nece1sary. If 
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the ship is in a port of another Contracting Government, the master 

or owner shall also report innediately to the appropriate 

authorities of the port State and the nominated surveyor or 

r ecognized organization shall ascertain that such a report has been 

made." 

Regulation 12 


Issue of certificates 


The existing heading is replaced by the following: 

"Issue or e ndorsement of certificate•" 

The existing text is replaced by the following: 

"(a) ( i) 	a certificate called a Passenger Ship Safety Certificate shall 

be issued after an initial or renewal survey to a passenger 

ship which complies with the relevant requirements of chapters 

11-1, 11-2, III, IV and V and any other relevant requirements 

of the present regulations;
